About the time Hondo people were 
becoming “ sold” on the proposition 
t>. construct a sewer system for our 
tow *i the war conditions in Europe 
i> upset the bond m arket in America 
th a t there wa-* no sale for service 
bonds, and the m atter was allowed 
to lapse into abeyance. 
In th** meantime, the need 
for 
sewage disposal in certain business 
sections has become almost an em er­ 
gency and fu rth er consideration of 
the problem has been lorced by ne­ 
cessity. 
On Tuesday evening of this week, 
Mr. VV rn. Rippstein, representing the 
J. VV. B eretta Engineering Co., cf 
San Antonio, placed bef* e a Com­ 
mittee of the Chamber of

Briefly, the plan is to start 
one block west of Bandera Avenue 
and lay an 8-inch pipe down the al­ 
ley « xtending east and west through 
the fi«"t block north of the i adread 
a distance of lour 
blocks.

noith and south street between the 
C. It. Leinweber residence and the 
ice plant the pipe would turn south­ 
ward, cross the railroad and high­ 
way and extend to the alley in the 
center of th*4 tier of blocks just south 
of the highway. 
Here it would con­ 
nect with another 8-inch pipe 
ex­ 
tending from a point west equidis­ 
tant with the other pipe and extend­ 
ing Cast the full length of the alley 
and thence to a disposal plant.

ILL E FFE C T OF O V E R ­ 
GRAZING. 


What happens when grama grass 
is 
overgrazed 
for a term of years 
illustrates the give-and-take p artn e r­ 
ship between 
plants and 
their root 
systems. 
Grama grass, growing normally in 
th* western range areas, whore rain 
fall is both light and variable, has a 
root 
system 
large in proportion to 
top 
growth. 
Investigation 
by the 
Soil Conservation Service show that 
thrifty plant 
of black g ram a have 
roots from 
38 to 44 
inches below 
the surface. But on ranges that un: 
overgrazed for 
several seasons the 
grama tons are cut back so severely 
and 
so frequently 
that the growth 
ahoy *1 ground can no longer supply 
th' material 
required 
to maintain 
the 
large root 
systems.

roots are shortened to conform to the 
smaller top growth. On an overgraz­ 
ed range, black grama roots run only 
I t to lit inches deep.
